AMERICANS IN CONTEMPT. 


Their Victory. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ANGIER, April 7.— 
Halfadozen Ameri- 
can citizens resident 
here with interests 
to protect are seri- 
ously contemplating 
expatriation and 
placing themselves 
under British pro- 
tection. On the 3d, 
as I wired, Ben Sidi, 
the special embassador, absolutely refused to 
comply with Consul-General Lewis’ demands. 
The refusal, Iam informed on good author- 
ity, was couched in insulting terms under the 
circumstances, though Consul-General Lewis 
had given the Moors until the 6th to come to 
terms. We apprehended that trouble by this 
would be precipitated. We fully expected 
something would happen, but not even the 
wildest surmise came within leagues of the 
truth. 

HAVING RECEIVED THIS BRUSQUE REFUSAL 
of compliance with his demands, Consul- 
General Lewis boarded the Enterprise to confer 
with Commander McCalla. Immediately on his 
leaving, the Enterprise steamed at half speed 
out of the bay towards Gibraltar. The depart- 
ure of the man-of-war which was to enforce 
the American demands just two days before 
the end of the days of grace seemed-incompre- 
hensible. The rumor ran soon, however, that 
she was making for Rabat, and that at night- 
fall when off the place the marines would be 


landed and the imprisoned pro- 
teges would be liberated in spite 
of the Kaid soldiers, if necessary. 


Three days have now passed, and notbing 
having been heard of this vigorous action the 
rumor manifestly was false.

A TRUCE, 


The Dead-Lock in the House Continues Un- 
broken—Caucus Decision. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaATcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The dead-lock 
in the House was on the point of breaking once 
or twice to-day, and the minority had a fine 
chance to surrender on fair terms, but 
their spirit was not quite broken, anda 
truce was declared until Monday. 


For the last two days an effort has been mak- 
ing todrawthe party line on the direct tax 
question, but it fails for the reason that a very 
large proportion of the Democrats are 
quite as earnest as the Republicans 
in favor of the bill. Behind the opposi- 
tion it is charged that there is 
a scheme toforce a repeal of the bar to the 
payment of damages for abandoned and 
captured property, now outlawed, and also to 
obtain some sort of foothold for the re- 
funding of the cotton taxes. A minority 
of the minority, however, are no doubt 
j r to the 1 in- 
volved in the bili, and believe it simply an- 
other scheme to reduce the surplus without 
reducing the taxes. It was whispered last 
night and again to-day that congressmen who 
have talked with the President report him as 
out of patience witn the deadlock, and 
advising the minority to stand aside and 
allow legislation to go on, leaving the re- 
sponsibility with the majority. The bill has 
nearly two-thirds majority in the House, and 
passed the Senate with only ten dissenting 
votes. A powerful argument against 
the present filioustering is the preced- 
dent that it gives tbe Republicans 
for obstructing tariff legislation when that 
comes on, and it has certainly had a bad ef- 
fect already in the encouragement of factional 
feeling in the already disorganized and badly- 
handled Democratic side of the House, 
It is charged now that the deadlock 
will de ended on Monday. The proceed- 
ings to-day were interesting, as illustrative of 
the sition take d the spirit manifested 
by either side. 

RESULT OF THE CAUCUS. 
Midnight.—At the caucus of the Democratic 
members of the House held to-night it was 
agreed to support the omnibus bill for the ad- 
mission to Statehood of the four Territories 
recently reported from the Committee on Ter- 
ritories. Neither the tariff nor the deadlock 
were discussed. 


The Oil Trust. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—At the investi- 
gation of the Oil Trust by the House Committee 
on Manufactures to-day David Kirk of Brad - 
ford, Pa., testified that the Producers’ Pro- 


tective Association, of which he was 
4 member, had upwards of two 
thousand petroleum producers on its list 
of membership. He admitted that the associ- 
ation, at the request of the Standard Vil Com- 
pany: had agreed to put downgits production 
7,500 per day. 

James R. Goldsborough, Secretary of the 
Producers’ Protective Association, was then 
examined. He produced a contract made be- 
tween the Association and the Standard 
Oil Company, by which production 
was limited; also a contract with the associa- 
tion with weil diggers by which they suspend- 
ed operations for ten months. The associa- 
tion has paid $87,000 to the well drillers and 
workmen who were thrown out of employ- 
ment by the shutdown. A quarter of a mil- 
lion barrels of oil had been sold from 
the six millions set aside by the 
Standard Oil Company, and profits above 
62 cents per barrel, amounting to about §77,- 
000, were used for paying the men who are out 
of employment. he reduction of production 
had been, he said, at the rate of 18,500 barrels 
perday. Mr. Kirk was recalled and stated 
that he went to Vice-President Brewster of the 
Standard Company to complain that the Com- 
pany was putting up prices of oil. He replied 
that they were putting up prices of refined oil, 
but did not propose to make any partic- 
ular effort to maintain prices on crude oil. 
Witness went on to say that the parties trans- 
porting oil, by pipe lines or otherwise, and 
the refiners and dealers are the people who 
make the money on oy now. The rates for 
transoortation, he thought, were outrageously 
high. He thought the principles of the inter 
state commerce act should be applied to pipe 
lines as well as to railroads. 


The Mexican Frontier. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 7.—Secretary of 
State Bayard is in receipt of a dispatch from 
Gen. Bragg, United States Minister at the City 


of Mexico, enclosing aco * an order from 
the Department of War o exico, calling at- 
tention to the late tresspasses on the 
frontier by Mexican troops, and saying 
that despite the severity with which the law 
dealt with the Nogales offenders in 1887, these 
violations of a friendly territory still continue. 
Mexican troops, officers especially, are there- 
tore cautioned to be more vigilant in the 
future under penalty of punishment, such as 
the military law provides, in case of further 
violations of this character.

CARNEGIE’S SCALE. 


The Edgar Thomson Employes Refuse to 
Accept It—Labor News.

He worked for the people; he served 
the republic.

And yet he leaves 
his family in, possession of such limited 
financial resources that already there is 
talk of a popular subscription for their 
benefit. It is probable that the prege- 
dents of Hancock and Lodax and BTAm 
and Henpricks will be cited in support 
of ‘an application for a pension for his 
widow. . 

When Morrison R. WaltE was called 
to the Chief Justiceship of the Supreme 
Court, the United States Circuit Court 
for this circuit was presided over 
by a Judge who might very properly 
have been selected for that promo- 
tion. This was Judge DILLON. Instead of 
seeking further recognition from thé Gov- 
ernment Judge DILLON preferred to resign, 
and placed his great abilities at the serv- 
ice of the vast corporate interests of which 
JaY GOULD ig the head and chief.

When the salt duty was very 
high the Michigan and Syracuse salt monopo- 
lists hired the Great Kanawha salt works in 
West Virginia to stand idle. That is to say, 
the salt trust paid the owners of these works a 
fixed sum per year to make no salt, 

They did not pay the men who had found 
employment in these works a cent. The 
workmep were turned out neck and heels to 
shift for themselves. But the capitalist 
owners of the works were paid handsomely. 
That is how a trust affects workingmen and 
protected capitalists.

JOINED HANDS. 


THE ENGINEERS AND KNIGHTS OF LABOR 
BURY THE HATCHET. 


An Interesting Interview With General 
Master Workman Powderly—tThe Knights 
of Labor on the “Q’’ Not Ordered Out- 
Exaggerated. Reports—A Union of In- 
terests Between the Two Great Labor Or- 
ganizations. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

NEW YORK, April 7. — The 
special from Scranton, Pa., says: As 
result of recent conferences between 
General Master Workman Powderly and 
representatives of th? Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers,the Heraid correspondent is 
justified in stating thata friendly feeling has 
been established between the Knights and the 
engineers, by which future antagonism be- 
tween these organizations will be averted. 
An injury to one will be the con- 
cern of the other,’’ and provisions will 
be made to prevent Brotherhood men 
taking the places of Knights on strike and vice 
versa. The committee that recently came 
here from Chicago to wait on General Master 
Workman Powderly had a letter of introduc- 
tion from Chief Arthur, and when they were 
going away Mr. Powderly gave them a letter 
to the Chief of the Brotherhood, assuring 
himself and his order of cordial sympathy 
and support. Mr. Powderly, before leaving 
for Philadelphia, last evening, to attend a 
meeting of the Executive Board, stated to 
the Herald correspondent that such was the 
case, and that an understanding, mutually 
advantageous to both organizations, would 
soon be arrived at. 

When asked if it was true that he had or- 
dered out Knights of Labor on the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, Mr. Powderly said: 
There is no truth in that statement. I was 
waited on by a committee representing the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, who 
came on from Chicago, and the calling out of 
employes who are Knights of Labor was not 
spoken of or hinted at. The main question 
discussed was the stoppage of Knights of La- 
bor who went from the East to take the place 
of the engineers on the Q road. I explained 
to the committee that it was a difficult thing to 
reach. those men or influence them in 
any way, for the reason that they had 
violated their obligations as Knights of Labor, 
by taking the step they did in Playing the 
‘scab.’ I told them it was, unfortunately ,

A Party of Catholic Missionaries to Conver® 
the Wiid Tribe of Indians.

A BOY STABBED. 


Franklin Avenue. 


“ot, im hurtel’in hurt, where’ emamma, 4 
cried little Wille Jacob, 18 years id, last 


only about 7 o0’clock and the usual Saturday 
night crowd had not yet began to throng 
the avenue, but the unusual sight 
of a child lying in pain 


attracted an immense gathering. A big man 
shouldered his way through the wondering 
mass and picked the boy up. Nobody till then 
knew what ailed the sufferer, but as the hands 
went under the prostrate form they touched 
warm blood. 

‘*‘Why, he’s cut, that’s what ails him, ex- 
claimed the man, at which the crowd surged 
closer as if it could mitigate the pain. 

Get out of the way and let me get him toa 
doctor’s,’’ and withthe moaning burden in 
his arms he hastened to Dr. Cassilly at No. 
1325. There it was found that the boy was suf- 
fering from a cut in the right side just above 
the liver. 

The Jacob boy had been cut in a boyhood 
quarrel with Georgie Stork. The 
latter is the 12-year old son 
ot Conrad Stork, a wagon-maker at 1411 Frank- 
lin avenue; and his victim isjhe son of Dr. 
D. Jacob, a dentist at 1409. The boys had 
become engaged in a dispute and young Stork 
drew a penknife and thrust it into his oppo- 
nent’s side. The blade was very sharp for it 
penetrated a jacket, a white shirt and a flan- 
nel shirt and made a dangerous in- 
cision half an inch in length in the 
soft flesh. After the cutting Stork 
ran up the stairs of No. 1411 and into the 
kitchen, where he told his mother he had had 
a fight with the Jacobs boys. A few minutes 
later Officer Brady surprised the household by 
entering in with allthe majesty of the law, 
and took the boy to the Third District Station, 
where he was locked up. He did not deny 
the cutting, ana claimed that several boys 
were on top of him pounding him, 
and that he used his knife because he 
was being overpowered. Ruby Jacobs, the 10- 
year old brother of the boy who was cut, says 
that the Stork boy was going to whip him 
when his older brother interfered, whereupon 
Stork pulled his knife. The Stork family were 
very much shocked at the sad termination of 
the usual N jangle. The boys nad 
always been friendly, though having an occa- 
sional boyish fight. The Stork boy has a good 
reputation in the neighborhood.

SAVE HIS PASSENGERS. 


Miraculous Escape of a Train-Load of Peo- 
ple—Torn to Tatters by an Explosion of 
Nitro.Glycerine—Caught Under Falling 
Walls—Mangied by the Cars—Burned 
and Scalded to Death— Minor Accidents. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr ATA. 


Fe ELLOWS FALLS, Vt., 


April 7.—A washout 
on the Williams 
River at Rocking- 
ham, five miles 
north of this place, 
caused the destruc- 
tion of part of the 
night express train 
from Boston and the 
loss of two lives at 
midnight last night. 
Three cars, loaded 
with passengers, 
were left banging on 
a precipice, 100 feet 
high. Had they gone over the loss of life 
would have been awful, but as it was only the 
lives of the engineer and firemen were sacri- 
ficed. The train left this place on time, and 
was steaming around a curve at regular 
speed when the engineer saw the wreck caused 
by the swollen river. He reversed his lever 
and put on the brakes so suddenly that all the 
passengers were thrown from their seats and 
berths, but he could not stop the train in time 
to save it. The engine reached the edge of the 
washout and plunged head foremost into the 
river. The baggage car and express car 
crashed on the engine and at once took fire. 
The engineer and fireman stuck to their posts 
and met a horrible death, the former be- 
ing crushed out of all resemblance to a 


human being. Theirs were the only lives lost, 
for the brakes on the other cars almost sav 
them andthe cars landed on end half way 
down the embankment. The Wagner sleeper 
kept on top of the embankment although the 
forward truck left the rail. None of the pas- 
sengers inthe cars which were standing on 
end were seriously injured. 

Engineer Pratt was found near his engine, 
his head having been cut off. His body was 
taken up tothetop of the bank and placed 
in the bagga@e car of a relief train 
which had arrived from Bellows Falls. Search 
was continued for the fireman,who was finally 
found between the tender and the burning 
baggage car. His position showed that the 
poor fellow must have been thrown complete- 
ly over the tender in the fall of the train. His 
face was somewhat bruised and he was dead. 
N. E. Bordick of Middleboro, Vt., had a leg 
badly sprained and several others of the pas- 
sengers received flesh wounds. The passen- 
gers in the Wagner car were bound for Kutland 
and Burlington and st. Albans. James God- 
frey, soliciting freight agent for the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Railroad, was one of the Wagner 
car occupants. The occupants of the baggage 
car, express matterand baggage were de- 
stroyed.

of $50 per month, The two seniors are paid 


$25 pet month. 

The hospital is divided into two depart- 
ments, medical and surgical, and each of 
these departments contain four divisions. A 

unior is in charge of each one of these divis- 

ons, and a senior has charge of each of the 

departments. The Superintendent and As- 
sistant Superintendent exercise supervision 
over all. Besides this corps the hospital has 
a number of consulting physicians, each 
of the number being a specialist, and subject 
to call at all times. Every day the Superin- 
tendent assigns one ofthe young pbysicians 
to act as officer of the day. It i his duty to 
receive all patients, enter their names, age, 
places of residence, ete., in the record, and 
assign them to divisions. He is on duty twen- 
ty-four hours, but retires as usual each night, 
and is called when needed. This assignment 
is made to the young men in rotation,and it is 
customary forthem to change divisions once 
in two months. The Superintendent visits 
every patient once a day, and the more geri- 
ous cases as often as he deems best. 

Andall this while the unconscious man has 
been on his way to the Hospital. The ambu- 
lance arrives at the carriage entrance, the 
driver rings bis gong. The man at the gate is 
told that there isa ‘‘stretcher case’’ in the 
ambulance. He gives four taps upon the bell 
hanging suspended above the gate. Thisis a 
warning to the hospital attendants, who im- 
mediately go down to the court in the rear of the 
main Hospital building and receive the patient. 

The officer of the day is there, having been 
called as soon as the warning was given at the 

ate. Hereceives the permit from the am- 
— driver and learns that the man is un- 
conscious. He orders him placed in a ward 
at the southeast corner of the second floor of 
the main building. The physician in charge 
of this division is called and an examination is 
made. Ifthe physicians are in doubt as to 
the course to be pursued, they callin the Su- 
perintendent. e makes an examination, de- 
cides 2 the course ot treatment and may 
bo efers an operation until the 
following day. The case is an un 
satisfacto one from the outset. Nothing 
is known about the man. It is not even known 
with what manner of instrument he was in- 
— There hangs on the foot ot his bed a 

oard to which is attached a piece of paper 
fora clinical report on the case. It begins 
and ends with unknowns, 

In the morning preparations for the opera- 
tion are made, and after the operation the 
patient is placed in the care of the nurse. 

The City Hospital has in its nurses a treas- 
ure such as other public hospitals and asy- 
lums in the city are not biessed with. The 
Nurses’ Training School, an inatitution now 
several years old, supplies nearly all the 
nurses for the City Hospital. The 
School is nominally on Lafayette avenue near 
Lynn street, but that is really the home of the 
nurses, their school being the hospital. Giris 
are admitted te this school under certain re- 
strictions as to age, education and character, 
and remain there foraterm under the tuition 
of a practiced nurse. When graduated they 
are givea diplomas of proficiency and are real 
biessings to the physicians inthe care of the 
sick, being competent to have charge of 
invalids and supply that care and the 
attention to phys cians’ instructions which 
is necessary. here are fifteen of these 
young ladies employed in the bospital, 
two of that number remaining with the sick 
atnight. During the day there is but one 
male nurse, and he isin a ward from which it 
is proper to exclude women. There are four 
male nurses in the hospital at night. 

A careful record is pt of eaeh patient’s 
condition after his admission. The o 
performed, as stated above, is not on this 
record. All other facts that arise in the case 
are also noted, and aftera day ortwo the re- 
port ends with a note of the patient’s death. 
Asthe caseis one into which the Coroner 


should ingulre, the man’s death 
bein the result of injuries at the 
hands of an unknown person, the body is 


laced in the dead wagon and conveyed to the 
orgue. There it is viewed by the Coroner 
and he, or his assistant, holds an inquest upon 
it. The inquest over, the Coroner notifies the

man horrors. The vile are only supremely 
villainous when diseased, and then they de 
mand the attention of physicians paid by the 
city; forthey have wasted all their substance 
in riotous living. and must die unless there is 
charity to save them. There are other patrors 
of this city institution who are honestly beg 
gared, and they are like a breath of spring, or 
the odor of flowers to the nostrils of 
a Dispensary physician. The patrol wagon 
brings here, too, victims of bar-room broils— 
or rather, parties to such broils, for no man 
who, seeking a quarrel, finds a knife in his 
stomach or a bullet in his breast,can be calied 
a victim. Scarcely a night passes that the 


physician is not called upon to sew 
up a wound or probe for a ball, and 
cases are _ thrust upon bim in the 


dead of night that would frighten the ordinary 
ees out of his senses. Those men who 
ive only to be cut, slashed and beaten are 
walking evidences of what dispensary surgery 
may accomplish. All of them bear scars from 
wounds that should have proved fatal. Every 
imaginable fracture finds its way here to be 
reduced, and all manner of cut tissue to be 
sewed. Men die upon the operating table, 
and dead men are laid there in the hope that 
medical skill may revive them. And children 
have been born in the operating room. 

But it was said that the unconscious victim 
of the midnight assauit was taken to the City 
Hospital. That institution is situated between 
Lynn and Grattan streets, Carroll street and 
Lafayette avenue.

GOSSIP FROM CHANGE. 


There seems just now to be every prospect 
that speculative manipulation will be work - 
ing, or rather an attempt will be made to man- 
ipulate the local grain markets within a short 
time. It is the May option that is threatened, 
and it is corn that will receive the brunt of the 
attack, if made. Shorts, so far, are not feel- 
ing as uneasy asthey are bitter, not to say 
real mad. To think that they should be 
threatened witha squeeze, simply because 
they overplayed themselues by selling too 
much, makes them furious. They willdo 
everything possibie to down the would-be 
manipulators, and a hot contest between the 
longs and the shorts is confidently looked for. 
There must have been an immense shortage 
in May corn. It is claimed that it still is very 
large, Most of itisowing the Grier Commission 
Company, who are long, it is said, for a well- 
known St. Louis capitalist, and also for Peo- 
ria, III., parties. The holdings of this firm 
are estimated at something near 1,500,000 bu. 
D. P. Grier oflered to bet anywhere from 
$5,000 to $50,000 that they were not long 1,250,- 
000 bushels. T. W. Cobb & Co. are also long a 
considerable amount, but it is known that 
that they are not interestedin any syndicate 
formed to run a deal, have no idea of doing 
so and are simply representing regular cus- 
tomers.

Not only have 
the best solo artists been engaged by Leopold 
Methudy, President of the Association, but 
this gentleman, following out an old idea of 
his, has succeeded in inducing the Committee 
on Ways and Meansto adopt his views as to 
prices of admission tothe concerts. Under 
this arrangement seats for the concerts can 
be had at 50 cents, and choice seats 
at from $1 to 8. Season’ _itick- 
ets will ron from $5 to $10. This tariff 
is about 50 cents onthe dollar lower than 
has ever been charged for admissions or sea- 
son tickets to any Saengerfest ever yet held in 
this country.

The opening chapter tells the story of the 
„Seven Kings of Athenry, and the first few 
gentences will give one atasteof the easy 
yet graphic descriptive style of the author. 

It was a characteristie Irish ruin. Stand- 
ing on a slight elevation in the midst of a flat 
country, the castle lifted its turreted walls as 
proudly as when its ramparts were fringed 
with banners and glittered with helmets and 
shields. Ina olden times it was the citadel of 
the town, and although Athenry was fortified 
by a strong wall, protecting it alike from pred- 
atory assault and organized attack the citadel, 
occ Rar“ the highest ground within the city, 
was itself surrounded by stronger walls, a fort 
within afort, making assurance of security 
doubly sure. Only by treachery, surprise, or 
regular and long continued siege could the 
castie have been taken. 

The central portion was a large square 
structure; except in size, not differing greatly 
from the isolated castles found in all parts of 
Ireland, and were in pairs, as if, when one 
Irish chieftain built a castle, his rival at once 
erected anotheramile or so away, for the 

urpose of — him in check. This central 

was connected by deuble walls, the re- 
mains of covered passages, with smaller for- 
tresses, little castles built into the wall sur- 
rounding the citadel; and over these connect- 
ing walls; over the little castles and over 
the piles of loose stones where once the strong 
outer walis had stood, the ag grew in lux 
wriant profusion, throwing its dark green 
curtain on the unsightly masses, rounding the 
sharp edge of the masonry hiding the rough 
corners asthough ashamed of their rough- 
ness, and climbing the battlements of the 
central castle to spread nature’s mantle of 
charity overthe remains of a barbareus age, 
and forever conceal from human view the 
stormy reminders of battle and blood.“

Other chapters telling weird stories of tradi- 
tion and superstition are entitled the ‘‘Sexton 
of Cashel, which contains a pathetic tale of 
love and devotion; ‘‘Satan’s Cloven Hoof, 
which embodies one of the _ traditions 
arising from the strong religious 
tendency of Irish people; The 
Enchanted Islana,’’ which describes 
the mysterious island that suddenly ap- 
peared out at sea off the coast of Ballycotton 
and the legend connected with it. How the 
Lakes Were Made,’’ achapter which telis in- 
terestingly of the belief current among the 
people of the origin of the beautiful Irish 
lakes—as, for instance, Lough Carra was made 
Dy a‘‘giant’’ asa bath-tubin which to take 
his daily ablutions and the Killarney 
lakes were the work of fairies, who 
created them to overflow cities with dis- 
obedient inhabitants. Then a chapter 
is devoted tothe fairies, the tradition con- 
cerning them and other stories told about 
them. Another most interesting chapter is 
devoted to a description of the Banshee, ‘‘The 
Weird-wailing Banshee, that sings by night 
her mournful cry,’’ giving notice to the fam- 
ily she attends that one of its members is soon 
to be called tothe spirit world. ‘‘The Ban- 
sheeisa disembodied spirit that of one who 
in life was strongly attached to the family, or 
who had good reason to hate all its mem- 
bers. Thus there is a ‘‘hateful’’ Banshee 
and the ‘‘friendly’’ Banshee; if the former, 
summoning the doomed member of the fam- 
ily, the cry is the scream ot a fiend howling 
with demoniac delight. And if of the latter,the 
song is a low, soft chant, tenderly sung, 
rather a welcome than a warning. The hate- 


man that’s an 


ful Banshee is pictured as a hag, and the 
friendly Banshee as a young and beautiful 
female spirit. The incidents and de- 
liefs with regard to the Banshee 


are full ofinterest. Another chapter is de- 
voted to the Leprechaun, the mischief-maker 
or Puck of the Emerald Isle, whose father is 
an evil spirit and whose mother is a degener- 
ate fairy. The Leprechaun is neither very 
bad nor very good and spends his time play- 
ing tricks. The Irish constabulary also receive 
entertaining treatment. 

What has been given of the volume is suf- 
ficient to show the character of its contents 
and the interesting way in which they are 
2 Few people, while perhaps 
1aving some knowledge of the legends of 
Ireland, are familiar with their origin 
and real natures, so that in gathering them up 
and putting into interesting stories told with 
all the humor, quaint brogue, and the imag- 
inative embellishments of the native peas- 
antry, Mr. McAnally has made a valuable 
contribution to legendary literature, which is

I was carried into the 
fort, which was no other than Fort McRey, 
and after seeing that my message and mail 
were delivered allowed myself to be placed in 
the hospital. I think I had avery yarrow 
escape, and can r state that I made 
the run of 100 miles in a lit thirteen 
hours.

Talking of narrow escapes,’’ remarked 
Ned Anderson of Pueblo County, Colo., 
whose sun-burnt visage has been a familiar 
one for the past ten years to the cattlemen of 
the ‘‘Snowy Range’’ of the Rockies, ‘‘I am 
reminded that the life of the ‘punchers’ who 
follow the trail of the Texas driver wasfora 
long time a succession of 8 dangers. This 
is more or less the case to this day, as the 
outfits from the Panhandle have always 
borne a reputation for ‘toughness,’ 
Mexicans and negroes, who are not tolerated 
in the North, often making up a large portion 
of those cow-camps.

THE WENDOWS OF THE SOUL, 


The Eyes Through Which Our Thoughts Are 
Read and Seen. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Some poetical gentléman has called the eye 
‘*the window of the soul, and at all times 
and among nearly all peovle it is regarded ag 
the great feature of expression; that is, by 
persons who are neither amateurs in nor pro- 


fessors of that quasi science, physiognomy. 
These gentlemen devote their time and treat- 
ises as much to the nose as to the eyes, pro- 
pounding rules of characters deduced from the 
wrinkles of the forehead and warts on the 
cheek, writing learnedly of the lineaments of 
the cheek, the signification of the chin, the 
index of the mouth and a score of other di- 
versities of feature. 

First, as to the eyes as a feature in national 
physiognomy. Lavater, when discussing this 
question, gives tne following as the result of 
his observations: That the Italians have 
small eyes; the Germans Iight-colored eyes, 
surrounded with many wrinkles; the English 
strong, open, liberal and steadfast eyes, and 
the Swiss dull eyes. 

The Laplanders, according to Buffon, have 
narrow eyes, the pupils of a yellow brown, 
inclining to a black, and the eyelids retiring 
towards the temple. The eyes of the Tartars, 
he says, are small and sunken, the eyebrows 
large, covering the eyes, and 
thick, The eyes of the Chinese are small, 
their eyebrows large and the eyelids raised. 

The New Hollander had a dull, black eye, 
thick eyebrows and eyelids half shut—a habit 
acquired in fancy to preserve the eyes from 
the gnats. To the Spaniards Buffon gives 
good eyes, to the Goths, blue eyes, and to 
the Finlanders, heavy lids and the iris of a 
deep yellow. 

Winckelmann holds the opinion that the 
shape and color ofthe eyes are very largely 
the result of climate and other direct condi- 
tions. Thus, hesays, the small, haif closed, 
blinking eyes of the Esquimaux are due to 
nature’s attempt to preserve the sight from 
the dry, cold air and the effusion of lights 


from the snow amidst which they 
live, Thesmall eyesof all the distant and 
Northern nations, he says in another place, 


are in consequence of the imperfection of 
their growth. It is upon the authority of a 
1 writer named De Pauw that the 

eruvian has an eye the apple of which is 
biack and the white not 22 clear. 

This reminds one of the description by Rus- 
gell ot aSenegambian’s eye, which he likens 
to a boiled prune set in a plover’s egg. An- 
other authority states that the eye of the Turks 
is devoid of passion or — enterprise, but 
that it is eloquent in all the penetration of be- 
nevolent cunning. This writer also says that 
the ‘‘silent eve“ of the Englishman seeks 
not to please; that the eye of the Frenchman 
is ‘‘vivacious and unstable;’’ that the Ital- 
lan 's is ‘‘ardent’’ and the Dutchman's ‘‘half 
open and without thought.’’ 

Eyes have always been regarded as tribal in- 
dications. Tacitus, for example, describes 
the Germans as flerce, with blue eyes and 
red hair.’’ The Celts are described as 
swarthy and dark eyed, the Gauis are red- 
haired and light-eyed, while the Nubians and 
Egyptians have always been spoken of as 
dark-eyed. These characteristics have not 
apparently changed, and it may be said round- 
ly that the — — of the temperate zone have 
generally light-colored eyes, while those of 
the extreme zones are dark. 

Of the races, the only one that can be sald to 
be light eyed is the Caucasian, and even this 
race is J no means uniform as to color in its 
eyes. The entire human history goes to prove 
that the light haired, blue eyed races are capa- 
bie of the highest degree of civilization, but 18 
does not by any means prove that the bighess 
degree of civilization is confined to the blonde 
races.

until finally he is taught to make steel tools 
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The Carpenter Shop. 
and to temper them ready for grinding. Later 
on he will use these very tools in the planers 
and lathes in the machine shop to finish the 
castings he has patterned the first year of his 
work in the wood department up-stairs. 

The biacksmith-shop of the Manual Train- 
ing School is a pay. There you see a lot of 
strong boys with bare arms, brawny and 
biackened, with faces begrimmed with the 
soot and smoke of the forge, working as hard 
and faithfully asthough they had nothing in 
sight save the end of the week or the month, 
when pay-day comes around and their labors 
are rewarded. But within an hourthese same 

outhful sons of toil are transformed into a 
ot of ‘‘dudes,’’ as one of the Professors 
called them, who, in anothar room, are dis- 
cussing English literaure, or are engaged in 
the demonstration of a geometrical proposi- 


tion. 

The third year of the manual training de- 

artment is spent in tbe machine shop, which 
8 situated on the first floor of the building di- 
rectly on the corner of Washington avenue.

There are eighteen lathes,two 
of which have been made entirely by the 
pupils in the school; two planers, two drills,

Here, too, all the ap- 
aratus, including the steam engine, which 
urnishes the power for experimental use 
has been made by the pupils themselves an 
is all of first-class pattern. The study of 
applied physics is uniform throughout the 
whole three years’ course in the school. 
Drawing—mechanical mainly—rorms one of 
the main divisions of the manual training and 
is of a kind calculated to be of most practical 
use to the pupil after he leaves the school. He

A LESSON FOR ENGLAND. 


GAIL HAMILTON THROWS A STONE FOR 
IRELAND FROM VENICE, 


She Shows How Venetian Splender and Des- 
potism Have Been Conquered by Free 
Thought, and Says English Despotism 
Will Surely Follow—Dublim Castle In- 
mates Are Not Prisoners but Martyrs.

There was a time when the Princes of this 
world —Emper- 
ors, Popes, 
Kings, Doges— 
seem to have 
had things pret- 
ty much their 
own way. It 
was a time 
when painting 
and architect- 
ure were at 
their highest,

, vas theglory of 
the men of 
power for the 
delight of 
future ages and 
for their own 
delight in their 
own age. Themenof power saw themselves 
always idealized, eulogized, not to say 
apotheosized. Acres of canvas display the 
gold embroidery, the jewels and veivets, the 
pomp and grandeur, the meetings and march- 
ings of august potentates. Heaven and hell 
are depicted, to continue the triumphs of 
earth; and whether in earth or heaven it is to 
be observed that the Doges are always in 
glory. Kneeling even by the crucified, with 
every possible splendor of robe, with out- 
spread hands of prayer and uplifted eyes of 
aspiration, the Doge demands his share in 
the reverence ofthe beholder; and when itis 
the last great day, prominent on the safe side 
among the saincs and angels, St. Mark may be 
seen doing himself the honor of placinga 
golden crown upon a Doge whose fine clothes 
far outshine the magnificence ofthe skies. 


His palace is still a wonder of the world. 
Only the mountains are more massive, only 
the rainbow is more brilliant, only the tracery 
of the frost is more delicate than these piles of 
stone and marble which weigh down the old 
worlds, yet touch all lightness and grace and 
beauty intintand outline. Still stands the 
Doge’s gondola of gold and velvet—a dazzling 
dream of splendor as it glided along the sun- 
set water under the sunset sky! Ohl it was a 
gay and gracious time! 

And below, deep in that glitter of gold, sat 
the gondoliers—banks of slaves, side by side, 
for whom no sunset glowed; prisoners who 
could not even look out upon sky or water, 
who could only row and bend and toil forever, 
hopeless. 

Close by the Great Palace, by the stone 
stairs, and the stone lions and all the gor- 
geous garniture of art and nature, courts and 
columns and fountains and flowers, just across 
the narrow waterway, the stone prison lurks 
dark and silent. From the splendor of the 
Doge’s presence a narrow stone passage led 
as if through and into the solid rock, down 
into dreadful caverns beneath the water, and 
whoever defied the will or thwarted the 
schemes of the Sovereign Power, went down 
into these depths of darkness and despair and 
was seen no more. Looking upon these 
massive, impenetrable walls, these tortuous, 
terrible passages, these sunless and hopeless 
cells, one must see that power was absolute. 
Resistance was useless. 

More fearful, ifthat be possible—from the 

Campanile, gazing out into the wide Adriatic 
sunshine, the careless listener suddenly shiv- 
ers to hear carelessly repeated the story of 
long, hooded protuberances in the roof below 
him—windows of the chamber of torture— 
where despotism struggled against thought 
with such weapons as despotism must. 

And yet—incredible, inexplicable but indis- 
putable—it is the Doges who have disap- 
peared; it is human mind chained to the gon- 
dola benches, buried beneath solid walls 
under water; crushed and torn in torture 
chambers, which conquered, which prevaiied, 

which is free to-day. The Doges and their 
pride and their hatreds are gone, and in their 
very haunts, their strongest fastnesses the 

thought which they steadfastly and success- 

fully held in thrall mocks at their conceit and 

egotism, laughs to scorn their naughty as- 

sumption and does not so much assert as un- 

consciously exercise the liberty they loathed. 

Below the Campanile stretches the narrow 

island to which once the despised Jewish race 

was confined. Now the finest house in Venice, 

regal with twisted marble and frescoed ceiling 

and sculptured panel, a palace in which a long 
line of anointed Kings came to an insignifi- 

cant end by the death ot the expatriated and 
discrowned heir; a palace, to put it in the lan- 

guage of modern times, whose staircase alone 

cost 700,000 francs, $140,000, is the home of a

moment inthe vulgar market praying some 
vulgar purchaser to buy it at 25,000 francs. 

The Lion’s Mouth, where once a lion’s head 
in marble frowned through the outer wall of 
the Doge’s Palace, and any spy or informer 
who chose to destroy an enemy could mount 
the stone steps ofthe Giants’ Staircase, pass 
between the marble gods and drop a silent 
letter into the marble mouth—through whose 
marble fhroat it droppea into silent hands 
within the palace—mouth and marble and 
fateful hands all are gone save one ignobie slit 
in the wall for the impudent modern world to 
stare at. 


The absolutism which reared these superb 
abodes through the mysterious twilight of 
history .is supplanted by the merry and 
fiugal irreverence of the nineteenth 
century, and a successful American com- 
mission merchant fares sumptuously at five 
franes a day in the apartments of princes, 
calling itthe Hotel de Something or other; 
where My Lady leaned over her balcony the 
better to hear her loyer’s lutein serenade on 
the moonlit water, afurniture dealer arrays 
his wares to tempt the unbeguiled traveler; 
and royalty can never have a homelier box on 
the car than in sailing proudly down the grand 
canalto see that the Queen of Oyprus was 
born in a pawn-broker’s shop.

Story o” the Little Church Around the 


Corner. 


From the Morning Journal. 

If there is one spot that is hallowed in the 
mind of every American actor itis the little 
church that stands back from the north side 
of Twenty-ninth street, a few feet off from 
Fifth avenue. Its proper name is the Church 
of the Transfiguration, but its much more 
popular title, and the one through which it 


possesses a pecular distinction and most 
tender interest is that of the ‘‘Little Church 
Around the Corner. 

And yet the history upon which all this fame 
was built was purely a fictitious one. The 
story went that the Kev. Dr. Sabine, who was 
then pastor of the large church at the junc- 
tion of Fifth avenue and Twenty-ninth street, 
had refused to perform the burial service over 
the remains of old George Holland, the co- 
median, and that after brusquely refusing he 
told the committee that they had better go to 
the little church around thecorner. Hence 
the whole dramatic profession rose in their in- 
dignation and have since poured whatever 
offering they had into the hands of Dr. Hough- 
ton and have made of this pretty little church 
their shrine. 

The truth of the story, however, ts that Dr. 
Sabine’s action regarding — Holland 
was, under the circumstances, entirely right 
and proper, and only the exaggeration of a 
reporter developed the incident into an ap- 

arent insult to the entire profession. Mr.

It has been often enough printed that foolish 
women in New York adulate pretty actors in 
the open streets. That is only true in avery 
limited sense. A few silly girls associate, in 
their feeble little minds, the heroes of the 
stage with the impersonators of them; but 
nineteen in twenty women who go to the 
theaters are utterly unaffected by any such 


Proof of the baselessness 
of the common charge is easy 
to give.

New York avoid that particular section of the 
great thoroughfare. They crowd Broadway 
and Sixth avenue further down, for that is the 
retail shopping district, but up there among 
the theaters they are so scarce that none of 
the great thriving stores for female trade ex- 
ist there. The women who promenade past 
the actor dandies are often of a showy, but 
rarely of afashionably-approved cTass. The 
truth is that the professional male beauty of 
the stage does not recommend himself toa 
sensible woman’s commendation, and she dis- 
likes to subject herself to his ogling stare, or 
to the faintest imputation that she would be- 
stow aglanceon him. The girl who chases 
the actor, like the fellow who chases the 
actress, is neither a common nor an admira- 
ble person here in New York.

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Recollections of the Great Catastrophe of 


Indians—Fearful Sufferings From Cold 
and Hunger—Ascent of the Fraser River 
—Gold Fields Rich Only in Death and 


INCE the discovery of gold 
in California, and the rash 
of seekers for wealth that 
thronged into that State in 
1849, there: have been many 
minor excitements, and 
bundreds of goldfields have 


thousands thronged, some 
to meet with success and 
In all 
the list of mining furors, 
Ne however, none have ever 
equalled that which led tens of thousands to 
the Frazer River in 1858, and no other ever met 
with such disasters. With a view of obtain- 
ing an account of this ill-omened expedi- 
tion, a Post-DispaTcH reporter called 
upon a gentleman who is well 
known in 8t. Louis, and who played a leading 
part in the short and disastrous history of the 
Fraser River settlement. Mr. Harry M. Sny- 
der, who emigrated from Ohio to St. Louis 
more than fifty years ago, and who spent a 
number of years en the Pacific coast, was re- 
quested to give an account of his experiences 
in British Columbia in 1858, which he readily 
agreed to do. 
remember perfectly well when the news 
of wonderfully rich placers in British Colum- 
bia was brought to San Francisco,’’ said Mr. 
Snyder, and tbe intense excitement it pro- 
duced. Rumors of great finds on the Fraser 
River had been afloat during the winter of 1857, 
but nothing definite was known until the 
spring of 1858, when several miners came to 
San Francisco, exhibited a large amount of 
gold dust, and stated that men on the Fraser 
River were 
WASHING OUT $200 A DAY. 
At that time the California placers had been 
pretty thoroughly worked out, and the coun- 
try was full of men who were ready for any 
enterprise. No soonér was the gold from new 
fields seen, it being placed on a large table in 
a broker’s office for inspection, than there 
was a wild rush to the new fields. Ships sailed 
north crowded as they had never been before, 
and it seemed asif the entire population of 
the State was unxious to get away. No ac- 
curate record of the number that left 


was ever kept, but it was known 
that more than 28,000 men landed at 
Victoria within three months, and’ many 
reached the country by other routes. I ** 
self took passage for Vancouver’s Island in 
May, 1858, on the steamer Sierra Nevada, 
which carried 1,700 passengers to the northern 
El Dorado. Arriving at Vancouver I deter- 
mined, in company with three comrades, Sa- 
lathiel Getzendannerand Frank Ryan, both 
of St. Louis, and a man named Fish, from 
Hannibal, to cross the Gulf of Georgia and as- 
cend the Frazer River by canoe. At Van- 
couver we boughta canoe, and employed two 
Indians to ferry us to the main land. As an 
instance ofthe rise in = 
prices caused by the 
enormous influx of 
miners, I may mention 
that we had to pay 
$200 for acanoe which 
was worth about $15. 
Loading it with $500 
worth of provisions 
we set out, and aftera /7 
passage of 40 miles, /~ 
reached the mouth ofz 
Frazer River. As soon 
as we entered theriver 
our difficulties began. 
The stream is narrow, 
but extremely swift, 
and we had to make

our way up by what was called ‘cordelling’that 
is fastening a line to a tree, pulling the boa- 4 
up to it, again carrying it ahead, and repeatt 


ing the process. The steamer Chuatilla, as 
far as I know, the first vessel to ascend the 
river, was obliged to proceed in the same way, 
as were also the Pacific and Brother 
Jonothan, two of the first ves- 
sels to carry the miners to the new field. 
DISGUSTED WITH THE OUTLOOK. 

After along and difficult passage we arrived 
at Fort Langley, 125 miles above the mouth of 
the river, which was the principal settlement 
in that partof the country. From this place 
we went to Ft. Hope, 18 miles farther up the 
river, which was near Hill’s Bar, one of the 
most famous of the gold washings. Here we 
first learned that our quest for treasure was 
likely to prove unsuccessful. As much as $200 
a day had, itis true, been taken from the pay 
dirt, but to reach this it was necessary to strip 
off full 25 feet of sand, an operation involv- 
ing Freut labor, and when reached the 

old- bearing sand was soon exhausted. Miners 

id not average $2 for each working day, and 
operations could — be carried on when the 
water was low, which proved to be very sel- 
dom the case. Disgusted with the outlook at 
Hiill’s Bar, we pushed on to Ft. Gale, some 
twelve miles above, which was as far as the 
great majority of the miners got, only a few 
venturing deeper into the interior. lere the 
same condition of affairs was found to exist. 
High water prevented constant work, 
and at the best the placers were difficult of ac- 
cess, and not particularly rich when discov- 
ered. Theriver was fearfully swift at this 
point, and extremely dangerous, Our party 
almost perished in a whirlpool near Ft. Gale, 
and while struggling in the rapids we saw 
five corpses carried past us at lightningspeed, 
men who we afterwards learned had been 
upset and drowned, a daily occurrence. After 
working for some weeks, and meeting with 
very little success we determined to push into 
the unexplored region beyond. But our in- 
tention was fustrated by an unfortunate 
affafr which aroused the Indians into 1 
Not far above Ft. Gale was a large Indian vil- 
lage, ranchesia, as they called it,at the mouth 
of LittleCanon. Here the natives assemble 
to catch the salmon which, with huckleberries 


and hazelnuts constitutes their sole 
means of subsistence. They make a mixt- 
ure of the three ingredients, call- 


ing the compound muckamuck, molding 
it into cakes which will keep indefinitely. 
Two Frenchmen tried to carry off the daughter 
of one of the chiefs. One ot them was killed, 
the other severely wounded, and a general 
attack was made on the outlying parties of 
miners. One morning six bodies, 
MUTILATED AND SCALPED, 

were Carried down the stream, and it was evi- 
dent that something had to be done. A party 
of about three hundred well-armed men was 
made up, and we moved toward the Indian 
camp. I was chosen Captain of the Pike 
Guards. consisting of eighty-seven Missouri- 
ans, and while on the march was elected com- 
mander of the entire expedition. 

When we drew near the Indian encamp- 
ment I called a and pointed

what authority I was on British ground. My 
friends did not wish me to place m fin bis 
power, butI determined to visit him and ex- 
Plain my action. I accordingly crossed the 
river to his camp, the miners in 
the ‘meantime themselves and 
preparing to rescue me should Gov. 

attempt to carry me off. Instead of hostility, 
however, I met with a most cordial reception 
from that gentleman, who tendered me his 
thanks for my success in averting an Indian 
war, and tendered me a commission as major 
in the militia service, — to let me hold it 
for two 2 without becoming a British sub- 
ject. This offer 1 decHned, but the Governor 
gave orders that anything I might. direct 
should be regarded as carrying with it his au- 
— and we parted on the most friendly 


rms. 

In the meantime, mining had been carried 
on with little success and many had given up 
in disgust, and made their way to Vancouver. 
I held on, hoping that the bars would be un- 
covered when the water should fall, as it al- 
ways did in winter. But it soon became evi- 
dent that the cold would prevent all work,and 
I therefore determined to abandon all further 


attempts, and make my way to . 
Langley, where the Brother Jonathan 
was in waiting to descend the river. 


On December 6, 1858, 271 of us set out in 
canoes, but soon found that the ice rendered 
navigation impossible, and were obliged to 
take tothe land. Here began a season of 
hardship such asInever again wish to 80 
through. The trail was covered with snow, 
no one knew the country and we soon lost our 
way. 

THE COLD WAS TERRIBLE, : 
travel very difficult, the country totally bar- 
ren and our provisions soon gave out. Man 
after man threw away first one thing and then 
another. After a day or two men one by one 
began to drop on the snow and never rise 
again. All were weakened by famine and it 
seemed as if every soul was doomed to death. 
After we had been three days without food 
of any kind, Fort Langley was sighted from 
the top of a tall tree, and the wretched rem- 
nantof us staggered in. On the roll bein 
calied it appeared that of the original 271 bu 
116 were left, 165 having died in the wilder- 
ness. Those that were leftof us were just 
alive and no more. Every man was severely 
frozen and many died from the effects of their 
privations. I was a strong yoans fellow, but 
those days in the snow nearly lost me my life. 
My feet and legs were so badly frozen that the 
skin below my knees peeled off in great flakas 


and I lost every one of my toenails. Others 


were in an even worse condition. 
On hearing of the disaster encount- 
ered y our par and knowing 


* 
that many others were following us the 
Brother Jonathan moved up stream, firing 
guns every few minutes to attract the atten- 
tion of wanderers in the woods. The captain 
told me afterwards that he never, in his life, 
saw anything so pitifulas the appearance of 
the gaunt skeletons that dragged themselves 
to the river-bank and were taken on board. 


Hundreds were rescued in this manner, 
and A few made their way to 
Ft. Langley, but those that perished 


outnumbered those saved, and the forest 
was filled with dead bodies, The loss of life 
was never accurately known, but must have 
been high in the thousands. Those who sur- 
vived were taken to Victoria, and when able 
to travel shipped to San Francisco. Thus 
ended the most terribly disastrous expedition 
that ever went in search of gold, and the 
name of Fraser River achieves a melancholy 
notoriety throughout the Pacific Coast.’’

Accidents, Why Life Should Not Be Pro- 
longed Indefinitely—The Originator of 
This Proposition—Perfect Knowledge of 
the Laws of Life Will Not Be Given te 
Man for Years to Come.

Na recent paper in which 
this subject is discussed I 
expressed the 
opinion that there 
is no physiological 
reason why man 
„ should die. The 
7 article bas attract - 
eda great deal of 
criticism, some of 
it favorable, some 
of it adverse and 
some of it humor- 
ous. I do not see 
why there should have been any comment of 
this last-named quality. The matter in all its 
relations is certainly a serious one, and I was 
never more in earnest in my life than when 
expressing the thoughts in question. They 
were necessarily fragmentary in character, 
and, of course, lacked that fullness of detail 
which I should have given had the circum- 
stances been favorable to elaboration. 
lam advised now, however, that a few more 
words from me upon the subject would be ac- 
ceptable, inasmuch as it appears that certain 
of my observations, as well as the whole drift 
of the article, have been by some of my critics 
greatly misunderstood. 

In the first place, it has been said that my 
idea is not original. So far as the assertion 
of the possibility of not dying is concerned, 
I have made no claim to originality. But I 
do claim that in enunelating the proposi- 
tion that there is no physiological reason for 
man dying priority is mine. Even this claim, 
however, has been disputed, and I have been 
referred toalittle book by Mr. Hyland C. Kirk, 
entitled the ‘‘Possibility of Net Dying,“ and 
published by Messrs. Putnams in 1883, for the 
original basis of my statement and argument. 
When I wrote my paper I had not seen the 
book in question, but I have since read it very 
thoroughly, and, while I can heartily con- 
gratulate the author on his production, I have 
been unable to find any reasons for the eter- 
nallifeof man in the slightest degree sim- 
ilar to those I have adduced. 

THE ARGUMENT. 

Butevenif Mr. Kirk had based his little 
book upon the proposition which forms the 
foundation of my arguments, he still would 
not be its original propounder.

My child has been convicted and sentenced 
to death, but it is only after conviction that the 
power of pardon or commutation is conferred 
upon the Governor by the laws of this State, 
hence the mere fact of his conviction and sen- 
tence cannot be made a ground for refusing 
him executive clemency. 

lhave left Sunny Bank, my once happy 
home in old England, I have left the broken- 
hearted mother and sorrowing children, I 
have come across the Atlantic Ocean to im- 
plore for myself and for them that the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Missouri will exercise 
this power conferred on him by law and com- 
mute the terrible sentence of death hanging 
over my child, aud I make this appeal to the 
public to ask you to assist us in obtaining this 
relief. Aslhave always myself been a law- 
abiding citizen, and one who believed it to be 
his duty to upbold and maintain the 
law and to assist in its enforcement, 
1 feel that when 1 call upon ou 
to lend me your aid in staying the hand of 
the law, l owe it equally to myself and to you 
to give you some good reasons for your in- 
terference. We recognize the fact that it is 
not enough that we speak to you as a father 
to fathers, as a mother to mothers, asa sister 

to sisters, as a brother to brothers. We re- 
epect your laws, and we honor you for up- 
holding and enforcing them, and we feel that 
it would be a wrongful abuse of your hosp!i- 


tality and kindness were we to attempt, 
by appealing to your sympathies, 
to make you forgetful of your 
duty as good Citizens. We know 
that we must give you some 


substantial reasons for your interference be- 
fore we can expect your aid.

was then in charge of John F. Ryan, Super- 
intendent of said Morgue, and that during the 
examination of said trunk said juror, Coula- 
han, den®unced my son in very strong lan- 
guage. 
Henry Flood, engaged in the wall-paper 
business, and for thirty years aresident of the 
City of St. Louis, made affidavit that in the 
month of August, 1885, he heard the juror 
Coulaban, in the office of Justice Cronin, de- 
nounce my son, saying, ‘‘Maxwell ought te be 
hung and I would like to help bang him, and 
would like to make the rope that would hang 
him.’’

No;the Supreme Court of 
this State had established the law on this point 
as follows: That reputation may with jus- 
tice well be called good which no slanderer 
has ever ventured even so much as question. 
A blameless life oftentimes,though not always, 
gives origin to such a reputation. But when 
it ean be said of a man by those well acquainted 
with him that they never heard his reputation 
as to truth and morals discussed, denied or 
doubted, itis equivalent to passing upon him 
the highest encomium.’’

THE COURT’S NEGLECT.

In 
my son’s lawyers urge upon the 
thut they had been misled on 
point by their oft-repeated decisions to | 
effect that counsel forthe defendant are 320 
expected nor required to ask for instructions 
in criminal cases, but that it is the imperative 
duty of the trial court to fully instruct the jury 
upon all questions of law arising in the case, 
whether such instructi: ns be asked or not—es- 
pecially when such instructions are necessary 
for the information of the jury im giving their 
verdict! 

They had decided in 1875, in the case of the 
State vs. Jones, 61Mo., 232, that it is the 
duty ofthe trial court ‘‘to prepare instruc- 
tions which will exhibit to the jury all the law 
which has any bearing on the facts established 


by the  testimony;’’ they had de- 
cided in 1881, in the case of 
the State vs. Banks, 78 5 
that, it is a matter of no moment whether 


the defendant asked forthe correct instruc- 
tions or not; it is the duty ofthe trial court, 
in criminal cases, as we have repeatedly 
ruled, to give correct instructions covering 
the whole law arising on the facts, whether 
such instructions be asked or not;’’ they had 
declared in 188 inthe case of the State vs. 
Brady, 87 Mo., 142, Judge Norton and Judge 
Ray concurring, that., No complaint is made 
of the instructiong, but ft is insisted that they 
do not cover all the law applicable to the facts 
in evidence. It was undoubtedly the duty of 


the trial court to give such  instruc- 
tions, and this whether the proper 
instructions were asked or not;’”’ they 


had, declared in 1886, in the case of the State 
vs. Palmer, 88 Mo., 568, Judge Norton and 
Judge Ray concurring, that ‘‘it was the duty 
of the trial court to 4 ve all necess instruc- 
tions, whether asked or not, as has n fre- 
quently decided by this court;’’ they had de- 
cided in the cases of the State vs. Chyo Goom 
and State vs. Chyo Chiagk, 92 Mo., 395, that 
the failure of the trial court to give a suff- 
ciently strong instruction as to the requisite 
corroboration of an accomplice’s testimony 
was reversible error, though no instruction 
had been askeq on the subject. These two 
latter decisions were rendered the same day 
the decision in my son’s case was, and all the 
Judges except Judge Norton concurred in 
them. 

MISSOURI LAW REPUDIATED. 

In vain did my son’s counsel cite all these 
decisions to them and urge upon them 
they had relied upon these decisions as their

Judge Sherwood, admonish them that, ‘‘In

Pulpit oratory is the last kind to go. It is so 
wlosely aliied with the exposition of the 
Boriptures that it is the last to be affected. But 
anew ſoe to its perpetuity has arisenin the 
shape of contract sermons. An enterprising 
firm in New York is flooding the country with 
eirculars announcing its readiness to furnish 
j@ermons weekly at a regular rate. What the 
effect of a yielding to such aseductive offer 
would be on pulpit oratory need not be ex- 
‘plained to anyone who wishes his pastor to be 
something else than a phonograph. 

Sucha system has not taken root in St. 
‘Louls. Here the pastors still make up their 
own sermons. A Post-DISPATCH reporter has 
ascertained the methods employed by various 
city ministers in sermon-building, and tbe 
great variety of methods ought to be rather 
convincing that custom-made sermons are 
rare in St. Louis pulpits. In nearly every in- 
stance the reverend gentiemen did not 
hesitate to explain their plans and systems. 
Some of the small fry, about whom still 
Ungered the soft air of the seminary, 
showed a little squeamishness, but the lead- 
ing lights were prompt to respond. The 
methods described below are interesting. 
They will prove entertaining and instructive 
to the professional man, and: especially to 
those unthinking persons who imagine that 
it is an easy thing to preach two sermons Sun- 
Gays, and a glance over what some of the 
preachers do will suggest to these depreca- 
tory critics that for them it would be much 
easier tosaw the same number of cords of 
wood. The remarks of Dr. Holland and Dr.

priately on such persons.

The result of such a method is 
that the man has acted as a filter; the 
thoughts of others pass through his mind, 
receiving bat the slightest trace of his own 
coloring. It is nothing but editing. He only 
takes the ideas of others, edits them, 
arranges them, and gives them out from his 
Pulpit, just as an editor makes a reprint. 

ritten sermons, Dr. Holland imagines, may 
be profounder but they are not and cannot be 
as moving and effective as the others. 

GETS CHOCK-FULL—OF HIS SUBJECT. 

Rev. George O. Adams of the Compton Hill 
Congregational Church confesses that he is 
irregular in his preparations. He fills chock 
up with his subject, he says, studies out the 
text in Greek and Hebrew, walks the floor and 
makes afew notes. He has no special time 
for beginning bis sermons. Sometimes he 
drops onto his text the Sunday before. He 
always tries to have his text selected by Tues- 
day 1 as his aim is to get 
the skeleton arranged early in 
the week so that he can fill it out during the 
week. Some of his best thoughts come to him 
inthe pulpit. Heis never finished with the 
preparation till he steps in the pulpit, as he 
reviews his sermon Sunday morning between 
breakfast and churchtime. He preaches ex- 
temporaneously and shudders at the thought 
of using manuscript. The skeletons of ser- 
mons he retains and he has loads of them. He 
says that for a happy man he has more skele- 
tons in his house than anybody he knows of, 

HOW DR. MATTHEWS KEEPS BRIGHT. 

Rev. Dr. John Matthews of Centenary Metho- 
dist Church doesn’t begin his sermonizing till 
Friday, and nobody can see him on Saturday 
unless itis very important. He always hasa 
large 2 of texts on hand, and doesn’t 
have to dig very deep to disclose a good one. 
He used to take two weeks to a sermon in 
those good old times when he hada small 
parish. ‘‘Ihaven’t got the time now, he 
12 It's all Ioan do to get the few hours 
I devote to it as it 16.“ Dr. Matthews does not 
believe much in imitating Henry Ward Beecher, 
who used to jotdown ideas on paper as he 
rode or walked along. Whentime comes for 
prepgring his sermon Centenary’s 
pastor goes into his study, takes the 
coat off his inteliectual person and lets the 
gray matter work in its shirt sleeves, as it 
were. He writes his sermons out in ‘‘brief,’’ 
as he calls it, and delivers it from that one 
writing. He has no time to do any re-writing 
and carry on his house-to-house visitations. 
Dr. Matthews does not revamp old sermons. 
He has an ideathat he keeps his mind bright 
and fresh by writing new sermons. He says 
his wife often, after hearing the day’s dis- 
course, exclaims, ‘‘Why, you have five or six 
sermons on that theme in your pile of pa- 

ers.’”’ ‘*Il know it,’’ is always the Doctor's 
quaint reply, but, Lord bless me, my old head 
would get rusty it didn’t keep 
using it right along.’’ Dr. Matthews has 
been making sermons now thirty-five years 
and he says it seemsto grow easier every 
year to make sermons. When he writes, he 
asserts, the facts born of his long experience 
come back to him in great troops, in magnifi- 
cent battalions, 80 rapidly that he cannot 
write fast enough to save them all. He is 
firmly convinced he can write better sermons 
to-day than he could when he was younger, 
and he attributes this to his constant produc- 
tion of new sermons which load up his mind 
bo that each makes the succeeding sermon 
easier to produce. Althoughtaking his brief 
with him into the pulpit, Dr. Matthews reall 
preaches without much reference to it. Muc 
of his preaching is ejuculatory, and the words 
in the brief are not much more than a setting 
for a large collection of exclamation points. 


DEPENDS ON HIS CONGREGATION. 


Rev. wr. Wm. Harris ofthe Delmar Avenue 
Baptist Church sometimes writes out a ser- 
mon in an hour, but he admits that such a 
sermon ig not worth much. But possibly cir- 
cumstances demanded sucha production, he 
thinks when it is over, and his white-heat 
discourse goes into the waste basket. Dr. 

is tond of topical discourses. 
is determined by the 
congregation, and on 
this point Dr. Harris smilingly says: ‘‘I am 
never at a loss for topics.’’ No pent-up Utica 
confines his pulpit powers. With equal force 
he preaches from full manuscript, full notes 
or without notes. Ordinarily he begins writ- 
ing on Wednesday and works hard to finish 
on Friday, to have Saturday to himself. He 
works in the mornings till 12 o’clock. He 
does not ‘‘grind out! his matter, he repudi- 
ates any such suspicion and ciaims simply to 
**segregate facts. 


DR. SONNESCHEIN’S CONFESSION. 


Rabbi Solomon H. Sonneschein of Temple 
Israel, when asked about the way he gets up 
his sermons, made a frank statement. He 
said; J preach in two languages, German 
and English, alternately. English being my 
acquired tongue and not being acquainted 
with this most plain and at thesame time most 
intellectual language till l was past 30, it is to 
me exceedingly dificult to do justice to my 
themes and to my own ambition as a preacher 
in the vernacular, Consequently I 
have sometimes to be very careful 
and take a great deal of time in preparing my 
English lectures. This refers simply to the 
nature of my subject. If it is either senti- 
mental or argumentative I canrely entirely 
on my disposition and training after a com- 
paratively very short preparation. Butif the 
subject is of a scientific or critical nature it is 
quite hard, and it takes days of even pedan- 
tic self-distrust. Ivery often in such moods 
despair almost of ever gaining the mastery 
over the strong and Addisonian Anglo-Saxon. 

**I never commence to prepare my English 
discourse for Sunday morning before Wednes.- 
day morning. In fact, all my study hours are 
in the morning, But guite often I have to 
wait till Friday on accSunt ofthe pressure of 
other literary pursuits. I have that advantage 
that I regularly for years have given out the 
theme of my coming discourse on the pre- 
vious Sunday. For instanve, last Sunday I 
announced thetheme forthe Sunday to come 
this time being Real Miracles.’’ By that i 
I save all the mental trouble of choosing the 
theme. For I keep constantly a 
memorandum wherein I enter all 
sorts of fruitful themes which 
I might find worthy of discussing, so that I 
have on the average more than a score of in- 
teresting themes for use. 

„Mx English discourse must be finished by 
Saturday nightand my German Friday night. 
In our new church the English lectures will 
far predominate. How dol collect my illus- 
trations? Like anybody else, partly by medi- 
tation but mostiy, being of an impulsive and 
imaginative temper, by the impressions I re- 
ceive anywhere and everywhere. 

„How do Iprepare a discourse? First, I 
havea skeleton and dash off the main polnts 
in their logical and Ulustrattve order. After 
that by degrees I expand and give it the prop- 
er oratorical form.

THE ENVELOPE 8&YSTEM. 

Rev. G. M. Sanborne, the new pastor of the 
Congregational Church of the Redeemer, says 
he puts six days on his sermons and doesn’t 
finish till late Sunday. Some- 
times his text 18 selected alter 
the sermon, sometimes before, according 
as he writes a topical or atextualsermon. He 
gathers material for sermons onthe envelope 
plan. He has a number of envelopes labeled 
lor certain subjects, and when he comes across 
a clipping or an idea on chose subjects he 
stows it away inthe proper envelope. When 
an envelope becomes fuil hetakes the en- 
closed data and builds upon them the sermon. 
Consequently he always has forty or 
fifty sermons building. Some to-day 
are in process of growing that will 
not be uttered from the pulpit for 
a year hence probably. Inthe preparation of 
sermons Mr. Sanborne fills an ordinary sheet 
ot letter paper written fine, with notes, and 
cakes itinto the pulpit. Once a month he 
writes outa sermon infull, but he always 
preaches without manuscript. 

NO CHESTNUTS FOB MR. PORTEUCUS. 

Rev. Wm. Porteus, the well-known Presby- 
terian preacher, writer and lecturer, says: 
‘*Tuesdays are my choice days for the compo- 
sition of sermons. I alm to take time by the 
foreilock. Thelashof haste is not the hap- 
piest incentive to tbe correct composition of 
either sermon or essay, lecture or article. 
Beaten oil burns best in the sanctuary. 
Sun-up is better than sun-down for the com- 
position of healthy lines of thought upon all 
questions, whether mind or morals, whether 
physical or spiritual. Two motives move my 
mind inthe selection of a text: First, the 
truth and the. fulness couched therein; sec- 
ond, the fitness of it to meet the wants of my 
congregation. I have no deeire to deliver 
discourses upon cosmic dust eo long as the 
every-day duties of lifeand religion are neg- 
lected. J would not preach upon eschatology 
to hearts that were bungering for a present 
salvation. Associations and circumstances, 
environments and voiceless things have much 
to do with the selection of texts. 
The sermon is largely thought out and written 
down, the illustrations are delivered im- 
promptu or called up from memory. I am 
— to an illustrative style of preaching. 

he best way to sum up a sermon isto put in 
the arausements. In my youthful years I ex- 
temporized largely, asl neared to middle lite 
I have preached more from manuscript. In 
early life I partly supposed that thunder moved 
the people, in my maturer life I came tothe 
conclusion that the live lightning had greater 
effect. If there was more spiritual light in 
the pulpit there would be more profound feel- 
ing in the pews and more practical pietyin the 
every day walks of life. Itching ears should 
be classed as incurabies, and those who cater 
to them should be called cousin-german. 

The old themes retain their interest from 
agetoage. ‘They come with a freshness from 
God's minting-house to the minds of men. 
Out of this idea has grown my custom of 
dwelling upon old themes. Crillon, surnamed 
the Brave, in his old age weut to church and 
listened tothe story of the crucifixion. Inthe 
middie of the narrative he grew excited, and, 
unable to contain himself, cried out: What 
were you about, Crillon, to allow of such 
things as these The sermons that awaken 
an interest in the mind, that retain their hold 
upon the heart, are linked with Christ’s work 
in behalf of the human race, for in their very 
shadows linger the hopes of humanity. 

WALKS AND THINKS, 

Why doesn’t Rev. Dr. Rhodes speak to me 
oftener on the street?’’ asked a member of St. 
Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church the 
other day. 

He didn’t know why, but he would have 
known if he had understood how St. Mark’s 
pastor thinks out subjects frequently. Dr. 
Rhodes finds many a good subjact in an or- 
dinary walk. Alter he gets the first 
grasp on it, he turns it over 
and over, for he is very particular 
about having his subject clear in mind before 
writing it out or even beginning it. He con- 
fesses he cannot do as others do, degin and 
let the subject suggest what is to come. He 
preaches from full manuscript which he writes 
out in his study. 

DIFFERS FROM A CONVICT—LIKES THE PEN. 

Rev. Dr. J. G. Merrill of the First Congrega- 
tional Church does not put the same 
amount of time on each sermon. 
The difference is very marked. Some 
sermons he dashes off at a sitting, 
others he is two weeks on. Monday morning 
is the time he begins a sermon. Contrary to 
the belief that of most ministers, he thinks 
Monday morning is the most fruitful time in 
the week. The work of the previous day has 
sharpened his mind, he says, and many new 
thoughts have been implanted which need 
immediate transplanting to paper before the 
are lost forever. Heis always through with 
his sermon by Friday night, and never lets a 
thought of it bother him on Sunday 
if he can help it. Sunday morning 
he makes a review of his discourse before 
going into the pulpit. The text is selected 
generally before the preceding Sunday. He 
has no particular way of collecting data. He 
does not jot down impressions, etc., but is al- 
ways making mental notes of whatever vill 
work into the sermon. Illustrations are what 
he seeks after most in his general observa- 
tions. Richard may have offered a kingdom 
for a horse, but when Dr. Merrill gets down to 
business in his study a pen isa sine qua non. 
Without it he is like a bird with broken w ings. 
He says a pen is of the greatest assistance to 
him in thinking. He can think three times as 
fast with a pen. Whenever he wants to do 
much accurate and rapid thinking he takes a 
pen. Other men, Dr. Merrill admits, can. 


STUDIES (tT LIKE A PROBLEM. 

Rev. O. A. Bartholomew, the new paster of 
the First Christian Church, begins with Tues- 
day and works on his sermon through 
Friday. He skips Saturday — but 
at it again Sunday morning 
candidly avows he does not 
his discourses until an hour before preaching 
them. Mr. Bartholomew selects his text on 
Monday usually, although he sometimes car- 
ries several texts and subjects all week, mak- 
ing a final choice Sunday morning. The period 
of pastoral visitation is prolific of illustrations 
for this minister. In the preparation of his 
sermon he makes about halfapage of notes 
or ranging his thoughts under either three or 
four heads, never fewer than three, never more 
than four. He has no introduction, but strikes 
atonceinto his subject. Mr. Bartholomew 
never writes, but thinks and prays. He begins 
Monday or Tuesday and tries to make himseif 
master of his subject, as though it were a 
mathematical problem. 


WHAT SHAPED HIS MIND. 


Rev. L. 8. Piker of the Fourth 
Church uses the mottoes, ‘‘a bird in the Dena 
is worth two in the bush,’’ also, ‘‘procrasti- 
nation is the thief of Fung as guides 

the preparation o his discourses. 
begins on Monday promptly and 
never too exhausted by the previous 
Sunday’s work to find his sermon’ well in 
hand by Tuesday.
